Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Report  of  the  Health  of  the 
Taunton  Rural  District  for  the  year  1913. 

I.  Mortality  in  1913. 

The  total  Deaths  in  the  District  were  265,  or  at  the  rate  of 
14*8  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

This  is  the  gross  Death-rate,  all  non-residents  dying  in  the 
District  and  those  residents  dying  out  of  the  District  must  be 
taken  into  consideration  in  arriving  at  the  nett  Death-rate. 

58  non-residents  died  in  Cotford  Asylum,  and  4  in  the  Isolation 
Hospital. 
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If  these  are  deducted  the  number  of  Deaths  is  reduced  to  203. 

But  9  residents  died  in  the  Taunton-  and  Somerset  Hospital, 
and  6  in  the  Union  Workhouse,  both  situated  in  the  Borough  of 
Taunton. 

These  being  added  makes  the  total  number  218,  or  a  nett 
Death-rate  of  12^4  per  1,000.

II.  Causes  of  Death. 

(a)  Zymotic  Diseases. 

Of  these  Diseases  there  were  only  12  Deaths,  3  from  Measles, 
3  from  Whooping  Cough,  and  6  from  Diphtheria,  in  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  of  which  4  were  cases  from  Taunton  Borough. 

The  Zymotic  Death-rate  is  therefore  o'6  per  1,000.

Of  these  60  cases,  14  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital — 4 
of  Scarlet  Fever,  9  of  Diphtheria,  and  1  of  Enteric  Fever. 

The  Enteric  Fever  cases  were  all  in  Cotford  Asylum. 
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Those  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  were  scattered  about 
the  District. 

As  regards  the  number  of  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
notified,  the  largest  number  were  in  the  North  Curry  District. 

VI.  Sanitary  Work  during  1913. 

Your  Inspector  (Mr.  Gardiner)  informs  me  that  he  has  made 
3,672  inspections  of  houses,  premises,  &c.,  during  the  year. 

This  necessitated  the  issuing  of  380  Notices  for  the  removal 
and  abatement  of  Nuisance. 

15  only  of  these  were  Statutory  Notices,  the  rest  being 
informal. 

349  Houses  were  repaired  and  limewashed. 

18  Drains  were  tested,  and  53  were  repaired. 

66  Closets  were  repaired  and  28  new  ones  provided. 

37  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  Analysis,  and  the  great 
majority  were  found  impure. 

5  Houses  were  supplied  with  good  water. 

23  offensive  accumulations  of  Manure,  &c.,  were  removed,  and 
4  animals  were  removed  as  being  improperly  kept. 

Disinfection. 

This  has  been  carried  out  in  all  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases. 

In  cases  of  Tuberculosis,  disinfection  is  carried  out  after  death 
or  after  the  removal  of  the  Patient. 

As  your  Council  possesses  no  Steam  Disinfector,  application 
was  made  to  the  Town  Council  for  the  use  of  their’s.  This  was 
granted  on  the  payment  of  7  /6  per  time,  the  Rural  Authority 
undertaking  the  carriage  of  the  bedding,  &c.,  to  and  from  the 
Disinfector. 
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VII.  Water  Supply. 

The  supply  to  North  Curry  has  not  yet  been  carried  out,  but 
correspondence  between  the  Local  Government  Board  and  your 
Council  has  taken  place. 

The  difficulty  of  a  supply  to  some  houses  at  Bickenhall  has 
been  satisfactorily  overcome,  without  in  any  way  taxing  the  rate¬ 
payers. 

The  supply  at  Bishop’s  Lydeard  has  a  tendency  to  run  short, 
and  greater  economy  is  needed  with  use  in  the  future  than  there 
has  been  in  the  past. 

The  Stoke  St.  Gregory  and  Hatch  Beauchamp  supplies  continue 
to  be  satisfactory. 

VIII.  Housing,  &c.,  Act,  1909. 

I  have  with  your  Inspector  continued  my  Inspection  of  the 
District  under  this  Act. 

The  total  number  of  Houses  inspected  was  534. 

The  number  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation  was  62. 

The  number  defective,  but  the  defects  of  which  were  not 
sufficient  to  report  as  unfit  for  human  habitation,  was  348,  and 
124  had  no  recorded  sanitary  defects. 

As  in  the  previous  year,  your  Council  determined  to  proceed 
under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  before  issuing  Closing  Orders. 

62  Houses  were  so  reported,  but  no  Closing  Orders  were  made. 

43  were  made  fit  for  habitation  without  such  orders. 

8  Houses  were  voluntarily  demolished,  and  8  were  closed  at 
the  end  of  the  year,  and  3  Houses  are  still  on  hand. 

There  were  10  cases  of  overcrowding  during  the  year. 

Licensed  Slaughter-Houses. 

The  number  of  these  remains  the  same — 34. 

They  are  periodically  inspected  and  are  in  a  satisfactory  con¬ 
dition. 
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Licensed  Cowsheds  and  Dairies. 

These  have  slightly  increased  in  number.  There  are  138  this 
year  as  against  130  in  the  preceding  one. 

There  is  some  improvement  to  be  noted  in  the  condition  of 
some  of  them.  New  floors  and  drainage  have  been  satisfactorily 
carried  out  in  8  cases. 

There  is,  however,  much  still  to  be  done. 

Bakehouses. 

There  is  one  more  than  in  1912,  the  number  now  being  24. 

They  are  regularly  visited  and  inspected  and  kept  in  a  clean 
and  sanitary  condition. 

There  is  no  underground  Bakehouse. 

Factories,  Workshops,  Workplaces,  and  Home-work. 

The  number  inspected  during  the  year  was  as  follows  : — 

4  Factories,  62  Workshops,  and  10  Workplaces. 

Only  one  sanitary  defect  was  found,  and  that  was  remedied. 

There  were  232  Outworkers,  and  in  5  instances  the  premises 
were  unwholesome,  which  necessitated  notices  being  served. 

No  prosecution,  however,  was  required,  as  the  nuisances  were 
abated. 

24  Bakehouses,  39  Workshops,  and  4  Workplaces  make  the 
total  of  67  Registered  Workshops. 


As  this  will  be  my  last  Annual  Report  as  your  Medical  Officer, 
I  cannot  help  looking  back  at  the  state  of  the  District  in  1873  and 
comparing  it  with  its  condition  in  1913. 

The  hovels  used  as  dwellings,  the  foul  water  supply,  the  filthy 
middens  and  cesspits,  and  the  amount  of  overcrowding,  could 
hardly  be  credited  in  these  days. 

A  great  improvement  has  taken  place  during  this  period,  but 
still  a  great  deal  remains  to  be  accomplished.

MEDICAL  OFFICER’S  REPORT. 


The  people  themselves  are  becoming  aware  of  what  is  required 
to  render  their  homes  more  healthy,  and  I  have  been  quite 
astonished  in  going  through  the  District  during  the  last  4  or  5  years 
to  see  the  number  of  open  windows.  In  fact,  some  of  the  poorer 
cottagers  in  this  respect  set  a  good  example  to  some  of  their  well- 
to-do  neighbours. 

For  the  sake  of  the  children  who  are  to  form  the  coming  genera¬ 
tion,  it  is  however  to  be  hoped  that  sanitation  will  still  proceed, 
and  that  better  homes  will  be  their  lot.

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Nature  of  the  Cases. 

The  outbreak  of  Diphtheria,  which  commenced  last  year,  has 
continued  throughout  tne  present  one,  and  whilst  there  was  a  large 
proportion  of  severe  cases,  accounting  for  the  whole  of  the  deaths, 
six  in  number,  there  were  also  admitted  a  number  of  patients  who 
either  were  not  affected  with  Diphtheria  at  all,  or  in  whom  it  was 
so  slight  as  to  be  hardly  recognised  as  that  disease,  the  clinical 
symptoms  being  so  slight.  These  cases  were  eight  in  number,  and 
after  being  detained  until  recovery,  were  able  to  be  discharged  as 
soon  as  a  certificate  of  freedom  from  the  Diphtheria  Bacillus  was 
obtained  from  the  County  Bacteriologist.  Among  those  admitted 
as  affected  with  Scarlet  Fever,  three  of  them  proved  to  be  free 
from  that  disease  and  were  not  detained  more  than  a  few  days. 
The  single  case  of  Typhoid  Fever  was  a  remarkable  example  of 
an  anomalous  form  of  that  disease,  as  none  of  the  ordinarv 
symptoms  were  present,  the  circulatory  organs  and  the  blood  being 
alone  affected. 

The  Staff. 

There  has  been  no  change  except  the  resignation  of  Miss 
Bartlett,  who  has  been  Matron  for  some  years,  and  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  Miss  A.  Roberts  in  her  stead.  I  am  pleased  to  report 
that  the  work  of  the  Hospital  on  the  part  of  the  nursing  staff  and 
servants  has  been  performed  satisfactorily  during  the  year. 

Condition  of  the  Hospital. 

Renovations  and  repairs  have  been  done  in  the  wards  as 
lequired,  and  the  stock  kept  in  good  condition. 

Appended  is  a  Table  showing  the  number  of  cases  admitted 
annually  since  the  opening  of  the  Hospital.
